Council Acts 
to Keep Out 
Explosives 


Hope City Council passed an ordi- 


nance last night absolutely prohib- 
iting the possession of explosive 
materials (shells, bombs etc.), al- 
lotted a period to get rid of such 
materials now in possession on any 
local person and fixed a stiff fine 
for violators. 


If any local person has a souve- 


nir shell, or any other type of ex- 
plosive theyi have 10 days to get rid 
of it after which time a $50 fine will 
be assessed for every shell found 
in anyone's possession. 


Mayor Brown said today that all 


local junk dealers have cleaned 
their yards and have promised full 
cooperation. It is hoped, the Mayor 
contined, that anyone having a 
shell report it to Captain Asa Luter. 
Telephone 234, or call city police at 
35. within this 10-day period. 


- The ordinance says the city does 
not have to prove the shell is ex- 
plosive—just that it might be. So, 
the Mayor advised, if you can't see 
completely through a shell or a 
possible explosive object ,get rid of 
it. 


Copies of the ordinance are be- 


ing sent to members of the legisla- 
ture asking that it be made a state 
law, thereby protecting 
citizens 
elsewhere. 


In other action the council voted 


to give Mayor Brown authority to 
dismiss Dr. H. B. Linker, present 
city health officer. Authority was 
also given to rehire another health 
1 officer, to be a licensed veterinar- 


ian, 
at the same salary, effective 
Feb. 15.

ORDINANCE NO. 634 


An ordinance for the purpose of 


regulating cutting Into the surface 
of, or tunnelling under, streets, al- 
leys and side walks; providing that 
in any such case a permit must 
be first obtained from the City 
Treasurer; providing for the re- 
storation of such steets, alleys and 
side walks; providing penalties for 
the violation thereof and for other 
purposes. 


Be it ordained by the City Coun- 


cil of the City of Hope, Arkansas: 


SECTION 1: No person, firm or 


corporation shall cut into, or tun- 
nel under or in any manner disturb 
the surface of any street, alley or 
side walk in the City of Hope, Ar- 
kansas, without. first applying for 
and obtaining from the City Treas- 
urer a written permit to do 
KO, 


which shall be dated, and shall give 
the name and address of the par- 
son to whom the permit is granted, 
and the location of the place where 
the street, alley or side walk is to 
be cut into, tunnelled under, and 
the purpose for which said permit 
is granted. 


•SECTION 2: Any. person, firm or 


corporation cutting into, or tunnel- 
ling under, or in any way disturb- 
ing the street,'alley or side walk, 
without first haying obtained said 
permit as provided by Section 1 
hereof, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction there- 
of shall be fined of any sum not 
less than 
$5.00 nor more than 


$100.00. 
SECTION 3: Any person, firm or 


corporation applying for said par- 
mit shall estimate in writing, on a 
form supplied by the City Treas- 
urer and signed by such applicant, 
an estimate 
of the 
number of 


square feet to be cut or tunnelled. 
Before such permit is granted the 
applicant shall deposit 
with the 


Treasurer 
the sum of ?2.00 per 


square foot lor cutting concrete or 
other bituminus surface and $1.00 
per square foot for cutting into 
gravel surfaces; provided the mini- 
mum deposit shall be $5.00, irre- 
spective of the estimate.'

parts oE ordinances in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 8. It is found that per- 


sons cutting into or tunnelling un- 
der the streets, alleys and side- 
walks are leaving open holes for 
long periods of time, and/or re- 
pairing said cutting in an unsafe 
manner, all to the detriment of the 
general public using the same, arid 
Ihis ordinance being necessary for 
the protection of the public peace, 
health and safety, shall be in full 
force and effect from and after its 
passage and approval.
